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EDITORIAL 


The  "scourge"  of  practically  all  organizations  that  depend 
almost  solely  on  membership  dues  for  its  main  operating  ex- 
penses will  soon  be  rising  its  head  once  again. 

With  the  passage  of  the  POSTAL  REFORM  BILL  by  U.S.  CONGRESS, 
it  is  almost  a certainty  that  First  Class  Mail  rates  will  be 
raised  from  6$  to  at  least  8$  per  ounce  early  in  1971.  This 
is  at  least  a 33-1/3&  INCREASE. 

As  outlined  in  our  By-Laws,  the  Board  of  Governors  must  pub- 
lish the  recommended  dues  for  the  forthcoming  year  in  the 
October  Bulletin.  Their  recommendation  then  must  be  ratified 
by  the  members  present  at  the  November  meeting.  Written  ob- 
jections from  members  not  in  attendance  are  also  read  at  the 
November  meeting  prior  to  the  vote  of  ratification. 

Inasmuch  as  postage  costs  are  the  second  largest  single  ex- 
pense, the  first  being  printing  costs,  in  running  the  organi- 
zation serious  thought  must  be  given  immediately  to  the  1971 
Dues . 

There  have  been  several  instances  in  the  past  where  the  use 
of  Third  Class  Mail,  instead  of  First  Class  presently  used, 
has  been  promoted.  However,  in  our  research  of  mailing  time, 
it  is  felt  by  the  majority  of  the  Board  that  we  should  not 
change  over  to  Third  Class  toil  which  sometimes  takes  2-3 
weeks  to  get  delivered.  If  we  incurred  delays  such  as  this 
in  delivery  of  the  bulletin,  it  would  wreck  our  present  coin 
ordering  system  which  is  second  to  membership  dues  m raising 
revenue  for  operating  expenses.  Therefore,  it  has  been  de- 
cided by  the  Board  that  we  must  continue  using  First  Class 
toil. 

At  a recent  meeting,  the  subject  of  accepting  paid  adver- 
tising in  the  Bulletin  was  brought  up.  A committee  has  been 
appointed  to  study  the  feasibility  of  this  suggestion. 
Personally,  I am  strongly  opposed  to  advertising  as  long  as 
we  can  continue  to  meet  expenses  in  publishing  and  mailing 
the  bulletin  without  the  additional  revenue  to  be  garnered 
from  advertising.  I do  not  feel  we  have  the  sufficient  dis- 
tribution, present  around  350-375,  to  give  the  advertiser 
his  money's  worth.  Further,  i feel  that  as  long  as  the 
membership  desires  a bulletin  free  of  advertising,  we  should 
do  our  best  to  furnish  it.  Also,  the  placing  of  advertising 
in  the  bulletin  would  increase  a present  heavy  work-load  on 
the  bulletin  staff  who  do  all  work  in  their  spare  time  and 
at  no  monetary  cost  to  the  organization. 

I am  now  asking  each  of  you  to  let  us  have  your  thoughts  on 
the  subjects  discussed  above  by  filling  in  the  questionnaire 
enclosed  with  this  bulletin  and  returning  it  promptly.  We 
must  have  these  returned  by  September  28th  as  your  comments 
will  be  used  in  guiding  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
at  the  September  30th  meeting  when  they  will  decide  on  the 
dues  recommendation  for  1971.

NECROLOGY : Howard  Franklin  Bowker  (1889-1970) 


On  July  8th  Lt.  Cmdr  H.  F.  Bowker,  USN  Ret'd,  noted  Asian 
numismatist  died.  Burial  was  in  the  Arlington  National 
Cemetery.  Though  not  a member  of  this  organization,  the 
members  share  in  the  grief  of  Commander  Bowker* s widow  and 
son. 


His  articles  on  Oriental  coins  appeared  in  many  publications. 
Over  70  articles  and  books  were  penned  by  the  Orientalist 
and  are  listed  in  the  Encyclopedia  of  Chinese  Coins,  Volume 
1,  Bibliography,  which  was  partially  authored  by  Cmdr. 

Bowker.  H.  F.  Bowker  maintained  a keen  interest  in  numis- 
matics of  the  Far  East  up  to  his  death,  collecting  every 
numismatic  reference  pertaining  to  East  Asia  he  could. 
Recently  NI  presented  a copy  of  the  NI-GCTA  Final  Report 
to  the  Commander  for  his  library. 

The  numismatic  world  lost  a giant  in  the  passing  of  Howard 
Franklin  Bowker.

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SHOULD  THE  CLUB  FURNISH  A QUALITY  BINDER  FOR  NI  BULLETINS? 


Suggestions  have  been  received  from  several  members  this  year 
that  the  club  have  a quality  3-ring  binder,  imprinted  with 
the  club  emblem,  made  up  for  storage  of  the  new  format  NI 
Bulletins. 

We  have  done  some  checking  into  this  matter  and  find  that  the 
quantity  most  economical  to  purchase  would  be  250  or  more. 

The  binder  would  be  1/4"  larger  (all  around)  than  the  bulle- 
tins and  is  available  in  1",  l-l/4"  or  1-1/2"  thickness. 

There  is  very  little  difference  in  the  price  of  the  three 
different  thicknesses  so  it  is  assumed  that  the  members  would 
prefer  the  1-1/2"  thick  binder.  This  binder  should  comfort- 
ably store  at  least  14-16  months  of  the  NI  Bulletin.  It 
would  be  covered  in  vinyl  and  edge-imprinted  so  that  you 
could  store  the  bulletins  for  easy  reference  in  your  regular 
numismatic  library  shelves. 

If  the  membership  supports  this  venture,  future  copies  of 
the  Bulletin  would  be  three-hole  punched  for  ready  insertion 
into  the  binder.  Also,  all  future  special  projects,  library 
lists,  etc.  would  be  printed  in  the  present  bulletin-size  so 
that  the  binders  would  house  all  club  materials. 

The  binders  will  cost  S2.50  each  postpaid  and  we  must  have 
initial  orders  for  at  least  125  binders  before  we  can  proceed 
with  the  purchase.  We  are  listing  the  binders  on  the  "List 
of  Offerings"  this  month  and  request  that  you  enter  your 
order  promptly,  along  with  remittance,  so  that  we  can  get 
the  order  placed  as  soon  as  possible.  Keep  in  mind  that  we 
will  not  be  able  to  purchase  these  binders  except  on  about 
3-4  year  intervals  due  to  the  larger  quantity  involved  that 
is  necessary  to  get  a good  price.  Make  vour  order  for  2, 

3.  4 or  more  binders  in  order  to  assure  that  you  have  enough 
to  last  until  the  next  reorder  --  probably  about  3 years. 

If  there  is  not  sufficient  support  for  purchasing  the  binders, 
monies  received  will  be  refunded  or  credited  to  your  account, 
whichever  you  prefer;  therefore,  it  is  requested  you  give 
the  binders  some  serious  thought  and  get  your  orders  in  at 
once .

The  experience  of  being  loose  in  the  bourse  area  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Association  convention  is  like  a little 
boy  in  a candy  store,  a tourist  in  a Swiss  watch  shop  or  a 
woman  in  Tiffany’s.  The  variety  and  rarity  of  items  offered 
for  sale  was  amazing.  Ancient  Greek  gold  was  displayed  be- 
side modern  military  decorations.  German  States,  Israel  and 
Spanish  Colonial  Mints  seemed  to  be  popular  with  the  dealers. 

The  most  striking  display  in  the  exhibit  room  was  a complete 
type  set  of  modern  British  Commonwealth  coins.  Jimmie  Law- 
rence’s (Fresident  ICNS ) complete  display  of  Union  of  South 
Africa  Boer  War  coins  and  currency  was  the  most  interesting. 
It  filled  five  cases  and  is  the  most  complete  display  known. 
The  Boer  items,  including  the  Veld  Pond  (Y10)  and  the  emer- 
gency currency  printed  on  note  paper  and  pieces  of  cloth, 
were  fascinating. 

Meeting  people  with  whom  you  have  corresponded,  the  dealers 
whom  you  have  dealt  with  for  years  and  the  publication  people 
whose  names  appear  in  print  was  more  than  just  interesting. 
Nov;  the  names  like  Neil  Shafer,  Russell  Rulau,  Richard  Mar- 
golis,  Jess  Peters,  Abe  Kosoff  and  many  others  have  faces 
and  personalities. 

The  NI  Board  of  Governors  sent  me  with  instructions  to  re- 
spond to  a proposed  pooling  of  organizational  publications 
like  the  NI  Bulletin.  I attended  meetings  of  three  paper 
money  societies  and  none  of  them  liked  the  idea.  NI  doesn't 
either.  We  are  oriented  to  service  to  the  member.  Cur  total 
retention  rate  for  six  years  is  over  75/&.  It  is  the  envy  of 
other  groups  and  proves  we  have  a unique  place  in  numismatic 
organizations.  Neil  Shafer,  the  prime  proponent  of  the  idea, 
now  sees  it  as  a future  probability.  Some  day  there  will  be 
mergers  in  both  coin  and  paper  money  societies.  Then  the 
journals  can  consolidate  also  without  reducing  the  services 
to  the  members. 

One  part  of  the  convention  was  most  disappointing.  As  an 
ardent  collector  in  two  areas  (foreign  paper  and  primitive 
money)  I hoped  to  see  some  choice  exhibits  and  to  buy  items 
for  my  collection.  The  exhibits  were  nil  and  the  largest 
stock  of  foreign  paper  money  in  St.  Louis  was  what  I took 
with  me.  All  was  not  lost.  Ruth  Hill  (NI  member  and  IBNS 
Secretary)  and  I had  a lively  trading  session. 

Since  this  was  my  first  ANA  convention  I was  unaware  that 
other  societies  met  at  the  same  time.  There  were  numerous 
non-coin  groups  that  scheduled  sessions  at  the  ANA  --  such 
as  the  Token  and  Medal  Society,  the  Wooden  Nickel  Club  and 
a group  that  collects  elongated  cents  i After  listening  to 
people  in  the  various  groups  I came  home  with  the  conviction 
that  the  secret  of  NI's  growth,  past  and  future,  is  services 
to  members.  We  must  seek  ways  to  enlarge  and  diversify  our 
service.  Your  ideas  are  welcome.  Send  them  ini

A LISTING  OF  ORIENTAL  COINS. 


by  Patrick  D.  Hogan

AFGHANISTAN  --  Durrani  Empire: 
The  Coins  of  Balkh: 


Balkh,  the  "Mother  of  Cities",  was  the  capital  of  Ancient 
Bactria.  As  a frontier  city  between  the  Mughals  of  India 
and  the  Uzbegs  of  Turkestan  it  suffered  through  many  raids 
and  depradations . Nadir  Shah  took  it  from  the  Uzbegs  in 
whose  possession  it  was  since  1647,  but  they  recovered  it 
on  the  death  of  the  Persian  conqueror. 

Ahmad  Shah  raided  it  several  times  between  1752  and  1765 
and  in  the  latter  year  the  Oxus  River  became  the  boundary 
between  the  Durrani  Empire  and  the  Mangit  Kingdom  of  Buk- 
hara. The  Mangit  mirs  recovered  it  again  in  1206  (1791-92) 
and  it  was  not  until  1841  that  the  city  became  finally  an 
integral  part  of  the  Afghan  Kingdom. 


By  this  time  the  city  had  greatly  declined  in  importance. 
This  had  been  a result  of  the  discovery  of  the  purported 
burial  site  of  the  phophet  'Ali  nearby.  A shrine  was 
erected  on  the  spot  and  a city  sprouted  up  around  it  called 
Mazar-i-Sharif . As  it  prospered,  Balkh  declined. 

The  coinage  of  the  Durranis  for  Balkh  reflects  the  city's 
unsettled  status.  The  name  appears  on  only  the  coins  of 
Taimur  shah,  un  the  copper  coins  the  mint  name  of  "Balkh" 
(Fig.  l)  appears,  but  on  the  silver  rupees  only  the  city's 
epithet  "Umm  al-Bilad"  (Mother  of  Cities)  (Fig.  2)  appears.

The  Coins  of  Herat; 

Herat  had  been  the  capital  of  the  Timurid  Empire,  founded  by 
that  medieval  scourge  of  Central  Asia  Timur,  called  Tamerlane, 
it  is  the  convergent  point  on  the  roads  from  Persia,  India 
and  Bukhara.  At  the  dissolution  of  the  Timurid  Empire  it 
fell  for  a brief  period  to  the  Shaybanid  kingdom  of  Bukhara 
(1507-1510)  and  then  was  conquered  by  the  Satavid  rulers  of 
Persia . 

The  Satavids  controlled  most  of  the  tribes  of  Afghanistan 
until  one  of  these  turned  the  tables  by  invading  Persia  and 
sacking  Isfahan,  the  capital  of  the  Empire.  This  invasion 
bv  the  Ghilzai  leader,  Mahmud  Shah,  brought  terrible  in- 
flictions on  Persia  in  the  period  of  1722-1729.  Along  with 


the  Afghan  invasion,  the  Turks  invaded  from  the  west  and  the 
Russians  conquered  northern  Persia  (Gilan)  with  the  idea  of 
making  the  Caspian  a "Russian  Sea".  From  the  midst  of  these 
depredations  against  the  Satavid  state  arose  Nadir  Quli 
(Nadir),  a leader  of  a brigand  band,  who  was  accepted  by 
Tahmasp  Shah  as  a leader  of  his  armies.  Nadir,  the  future 
Afsharid  Shah  recovered  Isfahan  from  Mahmud's  son  Ashraf  in 
1729.  Nadir  recovered  all  lost  territories  for  his  emperor, 

Rut  on  the  death  of  Tahmasp  Shah,  Nadir  seized  the  throne  for 
imself  and  thus  put  an  end  to  the  Satavid  Dynasty,  11  March 
1736. 

Under  the  Ghilzais,  the  Abdali  tribe  of  Afghans  had  been  ex- 
iled from  their  ancestral  homes  in  the  Qandahar  district  to 
Herat.  After  the  fall  of  Qandahar  to  Nadir  Shah  on  13  Octo- 
ber 1736,  the  Abdalis  were  restored  to  their  lands  for  the 
services  they  rendered  to  the  Persian  in  his  campaigns.  Nadir 
had  taken  into  his  service  Sardah  Ahmad  Khan  Abdali  and  as 
time  went  by  the  Shah  relied  more  and  more  on  his  Afghan  al- 
lies. This  reliance,  and  the  jealousy  created  by  it  amongst 
his  Persian  officers,  resulted  in  his  assassination  in  June 
1747. 

After  his  death,  the  Afghans  retreated  to  Qandahar  where  they 
elected  Ahmad  Khan  as  their  Shah.  Ahmad  Shah  considered  him- 
self heir  to  all  the  Afghan  and  Indian  possessions  of  Nadir 
Shah,  in  autumn  1161  (1748)  he  captured  Herat  and  Meshhad 
from  the  Persians. 

After  the  death  of  Taimur  Shah  bin  Ahmad  Shah  (1793),  Hunayun 
Aihah  was  proclaimed  ruler  at  Qandahar  but  he  was  soon  defeated 
■^Ind  blinded  by  Zaman,  a half-brother  (Taimur  Shah  left  23  sons 
to  squabble  over  Afghanistan),  who  was  supported  by  Payanda 
Khan,  the  leader  of  the  Barakzai  clan  of  Afghans.  After  this 
act,  Mahmud,  a full  brother  of  Humayun.  opposed  Zaman  at  Herat. 
During  the  reign  of  Zaman  Shah,  Mahmud's  opposition  did  not 
take  the  open  show  of  the  assumption  of  regal  prerogative. 

Coins  were  struck  at  Herat  in  Zaman' s name.  However,  on  the 
death  of  Zaman,  Mahmud  openly  declared  his  pretensions  to  the 
throne,  in  opposition  to  Shuja'  al-Mulk  Shah,  who  was  a full 
brother  of  Zaman* s.  Thereafter,  Herat  remained  in  the  hands 
of  Mahmud  Shah,  and  during  the  periods  that  he  was  not  in 
power  at  Kabul,  he  retired  to  Her^t. 

Meanwhile,  these  inter-family  rivalries  had  seriously  weak- 
ened the  power  of  the  Durranis,  which  soon  passed  to  the 
rising  Barakzai  family.  After  1812  the  Durrani  shahs  became 
only  nominal  rulers  as  the  Barakzais  placed  and  displaced 
rulers  ef  their  choosing.  Mahmud  Shah,  and  later  his  son, 
Kamran  Shah,  were  allowed  to  rule  at  sufferance  at  Herat  as 
the  rest  of  Afghanistan  was  partitioned  amongst  the  Barakzais 

■in  1818.  They  finally  assumed  all  power,  in  name  as  well, 
kn  1842,  after  the  murder  of  Shuja'  al-Mulk  and  the  retreat 
of  the  British  from  Kabul.  in  the  same  year,  Yar  Muhammad 
Barakzai  expelled  Kamran  from  Herat. 
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Mahmud's  rupees  are  of  full  weight  (ll  to  11^  grams)  and  his 
1/4  and  1/2  rupees  are  apparently  intended  to  serve  as  such 
subsidiary  coinage.  Kamran's  coins  appear  to  be  lighter  but 
still  of  sufficient  weight  to  serve  as  rupees  during  these 
trying  times  in  the  Afghan  history.  Apparently  the  practice 
of  inscribing  the  regnal  date  on  coins  of  Herat  was  not 
used,  though  Whitehead  notes  some  pieces  with  either  a 
numeral  "five"  or  an  extra  letter  "h" .

BOMBAY  MINT  TO  CEASE  RESTRIKING  OLD  IS  DUES 


(The  following  Press  Release  was  furnished  by  last  month's 
applicant:  V.  T.  GoPALAN,  Bombay,  India.) 

India  Government  Mint,  Bombay  has  been  undertaking  manu- 
facture of  restrikes  of  old  coins  like  British  India  Gold, 
Silver  and  base  metal  coins,  Gold  Mohurs,  coins  of  Republic 
of  India  of  Rupee  Anna  series  and  the  Decimal  series;  etc. 
on  specific  orders  being  placed  on  the  Mint  by  the  public. 
This  practice  has  resulted  in  lowering  the  numismatic  value 
of  the  coins  for  which  restrikes  are  available. 

India  Government  Mint  will  fall  in  line  with  the  other  ^ 
mints  of  the  world  and  discontinue  the  practice  of  minting 
restrikes  of  all  old  coins  with  effect  from  1st  July,  1970.^ 

After  1st.  July,  1970  no  restrikes  of  any  old  coins  will  be 
manufactured  in  the  Mint.  The  dies  of  all  these  old  coins 
are  being  destroyed.

"Emergency  Coins  of  Germany  - Metal  and  Porcelain  (1914-1923). 
published  by  Emergency  Money  Society,  P.  O.  Box  36,  Pimento, 
Indiana  47866,  Retail  $6.50. 

B(y  far  the  most  up  to  date  and  diversified  catalog  on  the 
issues  of  the  1914-1923  emergency  coinage  of  Germany  was 
recently  released  by  the  Emergency  Money  Society. 

This  203  page  copyrighted  catalog,  arranged  and  edited  by 
Richard  Upton  for  the  EM5,  is  the  product  of  some  16  of  the 
Society's  members.  The  catalog  not  only  lists  and  prices 
some  8600  coins  from  1330  different  locations,  but  locates 
these  locations  by  state,  region  and  map-coordinates  as 
we]l.  An  early  German  map  copy  is  included  on  the  catalog 
inside  covers. 


The  listings  cover  the  coins  issued  by  the  many  municipali- 
ties of  Germany,  as  well  as  the  privately  issued  coins,  the 
Prisoner  of  War  monies,  and  the  transportation,  gas  and 
electric  tokens  of  the  times.  Also  included  and  covered  in 
detail  are  the  porcelain  coins  issued  during  theearly  1920's. 

Included  as  general  information  is  a quick-reference  index, 
an  easy  to  use  abbreviation-symbol  chart  and  an  extensive 
glossary.  As  well,  information  on  mintages,  minting  firms, 
|^tallic  contents,  cleaning  and  preservation,  and  an  emerg- 
ncy  coin  grading  system  is  provided.  Illustrations  are 
cilso  provided. 

Dedicated  to  the  Society's  oldest  member,  the  renowned  Dr. 
Arnold  Keller  of  Berlin,  the  catalog  depicts  the  advance 
of  emergency  money  collecting  through  the  years  since  Dr. 
Keller  first  wrote  on  the  subject  in  1920. 

The  book,  though  diversified  and  detailed,  is  an  easy  to 
use  catalog  and  a must  in  this  highly  diversified  and  spec- 
ialized field  of  numismatics.  Replacing  no  less  than  6 
out-of-print  catalogs  valued  at  and  costing  no  less  than 
$32.00,  the  Emergency  Coins  of  Germany  catalog  is  available 
at  $6.50  each.

Background  history  and 
numismatology  is  given  for  this  island  kingdom  with  dis- 
cussions on  the  cowrie  shell  money  and  the  so-called 
fish-hook  larins.  One  hundred  types  of  round-planchet 
coins  are  listed.  These  are  illustrated  with  photographs 


and  line  drawings.  Translations  of  the  inscriptions  are 
given  next  to  each  illustration.  Many  previously  unpublished 
coins  are  listed  in  this  monograph.  The  author  concludes 
with  a catalog  of  Maidive  Islands  Paper  Money.  Browder's 
booklet  will  serve  as  the  standard  reference  for  coins  of 
this  state  for  years  to  come.

"Ethiopia  — Treasure  House  of  Africa",  by  Melvin  J.  Kohl, 
published  by  Society  for  International  Numismatics,  Santa 
Monica,  Calif.,  1969,  viii  plus  50  pp.,  illustrated,  map, 
tables,  $2.50  each  Retail. 

This  booklet,  sub-titled  "A  Review  of  Currency  and  Related 
History",  is  just  that.  It  discusses  the  various  coinages 
used  in  this  kingdom  since  antiguity,  coins  of  ancient  Axum 
and  primitive  currencies.  A brief  discussion  of  coins  of 
the  Sultanate  of  Harar  is  followed  by  a reprinted  "Chronical 
List  of  Known  Harar  Coins",  first  published  by  Dr.  Richard 
Pankhurst  in  the  ETHIOPIA  OBSERVER.  This  list  is  an  inter- 
esting side-facet  of  the  book,  but  unfortunately  contains 
several  improbable  dates  which  should  have  question-marks 
written  after  them.  These  questionable  medieval  dates  are 
124,  125,  615  and  910  A.H.  The  first  two  dates  ante-date 
the  traditional  founding  of  any  Arabic  dynasty  in  this  area. 

Mel  Kohl  continues  with  a discussion  of  the  Maria  Theresa 
Thaler  which  played  an  important  part  in  the  economy  of 
Ehtiopia.  The  bulk  of  the  book  is  concerned  with  the  coinj^^ 
of  the  modern  era,  issued  by  the  Solomanid  kings  since 
Mint  records  are  given  where  known  and  charts  of  known  dates 
of  various  series  are  appended.  A price-quide  for  coins  of 
Menelik  II  is  given  in  five  conditions.  (Patrick  D.  Hogan)

The  East  German  Numismatists  and  collectors  are  organized 
in  the  Numismatic  Department  of  the  General  German  Cultural 
Organization . 

On  April  7,  1970  elections  for  officers  for  the  Numismatic 
Department  were  held  in  Leipzig  (German  Democratic  Republic).

HOARD  uF  THALERS  DISCOVERED  IN  STRALSUM3 , RUSTuCK  DISTRICT, 

GERMAN  DEMuCRATJC  REPUBLIC 

Reported  by  Klaus  Persing,  Leipzig,  GDR 

In  1965  a hoard  comprising  of  234  silver  coins  was  found  ^ 
during  the  demolition  of  an  old  house  in  Stralsund. 

The  hoard  included  1 Danish  Crown  and  233  Thalers  from  the 
Holy  Roman  Empire,  The  Low  Countries  and  Poland.  The  coins 
were  struck  between  the  16th  and  17th  century,  the  earliest 
date  being  1626  and  the  oldest  1541. 

The  unknown  late  possessor,  more  than  likely  the  house-owner, 
had  preserved  the  coins  in  a tincan  hidden  in  the  ceiling  of 
the  cellar  of  the  house. 

In  Germany  the  Thaler  was  declared  equal  to  the  Reichsthaler 
in  1566  and  it  was  legal  tender  until  the  18th  century. 

A note  of  interest,  from  1572  to  1622  you  could  buy  with  this 
hoard  approximately: 


72  metric  tons  of  wheat, 
or  104  metric  tons  of  rye, 
or  234  sheep, 
or  117  hogs, 
or  40  cows, 
or  16  horses. 
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
